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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-46 are presented for examination. 

2. Regarding the applicant's request dated 6/9/2008 for the first interview pilot program, the 
request contained, "The application must contain three (3) or fewer independent claims and 
twenty (20) or fewer total claims."; hence the request is inappropriate for the pilot program. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-36, arc drawn to, " an isolated virtual private server with a set of services 
that perform administrative operations relating to one of the server process and the 
operating system, etc ", classified in class 709, subclass 203. 

II. Claims 37-44, are drawn to, " receiving a request for service from a user; determining 
an addressee process of the request; determining if the addressee process has been 
instantiated and launched; instantiating and launching the addressee process if the 
addressee process has not been instantiated and launched; generating a response to the 
request; and sending the response to the user, etc ", classified in class 709, subclass 
223. 

III. Claims 45, 46, are drawn to, " first Virtual Machine implements security functions for 
other Virtual Machines , etc", classified in class 718, subclass 1.

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Inventions I to III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as, usage of an isolated 
virtual private server with a set of services that perform administrative operations relating to one 
of the server process and the operating system, etc, lacking one or more of the particulars of 
inventions II to III. Invention II has separate utility such as, usage of receiving a request for 
service from a user; determining an addressee process of the request; determining if the 
addressee process has been instantiated and launched; instantiating and launching the addressee 
process if the addressee process has not been instantiated and launched; generating a response to 
the request; and sending the response to the user, etc, lacking one or more of the particulars of 
inventions of I and III. Invention III has separate utility such as, usage of first Virtual Machine 
implements security functions for other Virtual Machines , etc, lacking one or more of the 
particulars of inventions of I and II. See MPEP 806.05. 

5. These inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, and the search required for 
each Group is different and not co-extensive for examination purpose. For example, the searches 
for the two inventions would not be co-extensive because these groups would require different 
searches on PTO's classification class and subclass as following: 

(a) Group I search (claims under Group I) would require use of search class 709, subclass 
203 (not required for the inventions II-III). 

(b) Group II search (claims under Group II) would require use of search class 709, 
subclass 223 (not required for the inventions I, III). 
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(c) Group III search (claims under Group III) would require use of search class 718, 
subclass 1 (not required for the inventions I, II). 

6. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification as shown above, the extensive 
search required for one group is not required for the other groups as shown above, and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter as 
shown above, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the extensive search 
required for one group is not required for the other groups, restriction for examination purposes 
as indicated is proper. 

9. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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10. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR
